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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed 16 November 2007 has necessitated the following 
restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

Amended claim 8 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: allowability of claim 8 was dependent 
upon inclusion of limitations of intermediate claims 6 and 7. Exclusion of these limitations 
presents a claim having a different inventive concept than that as originally filed. Additionally, 
upon further consideration, the examiner erred in indicating claim 17 allowable in the Office 
action of 16 August 2007, as the allowability of claim 17 required inclusion of the limitations of 
intermediate claim 16. Omission of this subject matter presents a different inventive concept 
than that as originally claimed. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 8, 9 and 17 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to non-elected inventions. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
